His firhers name 
was Maris Aim ets AM ia, lon 
to Lucgrs Aitneus Seneca the 
oratour, and brother ro Flr: 
Gallta, and Lnci1zs Scenic rhe Philoſopher, 
\'cr0's Tutor. The two colder brothers em- 
ploved at. Rome m ſtare affairs (efpecially 
Srneca) arrived at the height borh of digni- 
iv, and renown. They were both Senatours, 
and bv their worchy endeavours deterved nor 
oncely to be powerful in their own rimes , bur 
famous to all poſterity. IMxrcrs M 7a, if the 
youngeſt brother , content with that ritle 
which his bir:h gave him, a Roman knight, 
and preferring the fwezrnels of a countrev hte 
before the glorions trouble of a court em- 
ployment , hved at home ar his native Cotqu- 
ba 3 he married C.111 A4rt/t7 the danghrer of 
Actlius Lucanius the Orator , on whom he bce-

erand-father by the mothers fide. Aimcys 
Me(:, though but a Roman Knight, was (faith 
Tait) a great man, and he begat Luca, no 
{mall addition to his greatneſs ; a great refti- 
mony of Lucan's worth from ſo judicious an 
Author as (0 nilius Tacitus. He was born ar 
= Corduba. the third of the Nones of Novem- 
ber in the ſecond Conſulſhip of Cavs {eſt 
Germamicts with Lucius Cahranus. When he 
was eight moneths o1d,his tather brought him 
T0 Rome, ro ſeaſon his infancy (fo foon as ir 
might be capable) with the choiſeſt education 
in learning, and manners. Ar which time (if 
we may crcdit fame, and as was before re- 
ported of Plato) Bees fwarmed about the 
childs cradle , and prefled in cluſters roward 
his mouth. A happy preſage (as the Icarned 
mterpreted it) of his future wit, and admired 
eloquence. His Tutors , and School-maſters 
were the moſt eminent, and famons men of 
thoſe rimes, Khemmius Palemon the Gramma- 
rian, and Flauims Virgimus the Rhetorician. 
By whole carefull inſtructions , as by his own 
dilgence , and admirable facility of natural 
wit, he arrived in a ſhort r1me to an high per- 
fedion as well in the Greek, as Roman lan- 
guage. Of all his ſchool-felows he moſt uſed 
the friendſhip of Salerus Baſſus, & Aulus Pere 
frus the Satyriſt ; Fe married Polla Arg ntaria 
the daughter of FiUits 4rgGtarins , a Noble, 
Kich, and learned Lady, Brought to the 
Courr

Court bv his Uncle S-v--4, he orew ſuddainly 
into great favour with Nrzo the Emperouw. 
He was made Queſtor before the ulual rime, 
and admitted into the Colledge of Augurs. 
But whar virtue could long be fafe in ſuch a 
Court ? the jealous ryrant being not able to 
brook another mans praiſes who amoneſt all 
his other crueltics, was molt ſevere in depref(- 
ſing the fame of delerving Men. Nez0 there- 
fore envying the Wir , and excellent Poetry 
of Lucan , fuppreſt his works, and forbad him 
any more to recite Verſes. Which indignity 
of all other moſt hard ro be endured (as wirty

and when he perceived through lofle of 
hloud , his hands and feet to wax cold, and 
the vital ſpirits forſaking the outward parts of 
his body,with a mind and look undaunred, he 
recited theſe Verſes of his own in the thud 
book of his Pharſalia.
